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So much is being said and written 
about Christmas and the spirit of 
giv ing on this leading Christian holi­ 
day , that one naturally thinks and 
believ es that the Christmas spirit as 
we knowr it here, perv ades all Chris­ 
tian lands. 
But this does not seem 
to be the case. 


Knowing that some countries had a 
different character from that of San­ 
ta, Claus, 
who 
brought 
Christmas 
cheer and happiness to the children a 
representativ e of the Republican in­ 
terv iewed 
citizens of 
Rushv ille of 
foreign birth and found that Christ­ 
mas was indeed celebrated quite dif­ 
ferently in the v arious countries, and 
that some of the countries 
repre­ 
sented by the local foreigners, bad no 
my thical character at all similar to 
our dear and belov ed Santa Claus. 
Santa, as we know him in the Unit­ 


ed States—jolly and fat—who makes 


his rounds in a sleigh drawn by rein­ 


deers, was introduced into this coun­ 


try as St. Nicholas by the 
Dutch, 


who settled on Manhattan island and 
founded New Amsterdam, now the 
great City of New York. 
The purpose of this article is to let 
some day light in on the Santa Claus 
subject. 
From what has heretofore 
been written in the newspapers, mag­ 
azines and otherwise, people in this 
country generally are of the opinion 
that Santa Claus is a univ ersal char­ 
acter in Christendom, and that all the 
world celebrates Christmas about like 
it is observ ed in the United States. 
Not a single article has so far ap­ 
peared in the v ast amount of Christ­ 
mas literature, which has stated1 the 
real facts. 
And the real facts are that there 
are millions of children in Christen­ 
dom who do not hav e the pleasure of 
ex periencing the emotions and thrills 
attending the anticipation and ex ­ 
pectation of a v isit from Santa Claus 
and the supreme happiness on Christ­ 
mas morning when the ex pectant ey es 
behold the gorgeous Christmas tree 
and the many gifts of dear old Santa. 


In England Christmas is* observ ed 
much like in this country , and Santa 
Claus play s his part. 
The same is 
true of Ireland. 


Patrick Carroll, who v isited his 
home in Ireland on Christmas a y ear 
ago, thought that not so much was 
made ov er Santa Claus as in former 
y ears. The fact is, conditions in Ire­ 
land are such that old Santa is not 
ov erworked 
and 
ov erburdened in 
that country . 
He can 
make 
his 
rounds there without working ov er­ 
time. 
It is in the United 
States where 
Santa has a strenuous time of it. Ilis 
packages get bigger and heav ier with 
each succeeding y ear, and he is call­ 
ed upon for more ingenious and com­ 
plicated toy s, so that he is compelled 
to enlarge his workshop from time to 
time and put in modem and improv ­ 


ed machinery to 
keep up 
with the 


times. 
J udging by the amount of 


business done this Christmas by the 
stores ev ery where, old Santa may 


hav e to get ex tra help to make the 
rounds in time.

In 
Germany the 
character 
that 
brings the presents to the children on 
Christmas is 
called 
“ Das 
Christ- 
kindchen,” or “ Christkindlein,” liter­ 
ally translated it means “ The Christ- 
child.” but is spoken of in the diminu­ 
tiv e affectionate form of speech. 
A 
form of speech not known in t . 
English language, but possessed by 
most if not all other continental Eu­ 
ropean languages. 
To the child’s mind, howev er, this 
Christkindchen character is a gentle, 
angelic and benev olent female, who 
rewards children for good behav ior, 
and comes 
riding 
on 
a 
donkey . 
Thoughtful children in the rural dis- 
tricts, who wish to specially placate 
Christkindchen, put out some hay on 
Christmas ev e for the donkey to eat 
while the presents are being arranged 
in the house. 
In opposition to the benev olent and 
rewarding principle represented by a 


female a male character, called the 
Belzebub or Belznickel, a gruff char­ 
acter, somewhat like 
Santa 
Claus, 
but with stem and threatening mien, 
accompanies the Christkindchen, and 
he is supposed to punish those child­ 
ren who do not behav e. 
In the rural districts of Germany , 
during the last 
two 
weeks 
before 
Christmas couples 
disguise 
them­ 
selv es in the two characters named 
and v isit houses in the v illage where 
there are small children, and upon 
the promise of the children “ to be 
good,” the female character promises 
to return Christmas ev e 
and 
bring 
them those things for which they 
y earn. 
Ev ery family with small children 
has its own indiv idual Christmas tree 
—a cedar or fir tree. In passing 
through the narrow streets 
of 
the 
towns, and v illages late 
on 
Christ­ 
mas ev e after the children hav e re­ 
tired, one can see at ev ery hand the 
parents busily engaged in decorating 
the Christmas 
tree 
and 
loading it 


with sweetmeats, 
gilted 
nuts 
and 
other ornaments. 
In nearly all European countries 
the'Christmas holiday s last two day s. 
The second day is generally giv en up 
to festiv ities and dancing.

The Misses J ohanna and Wilhel- 
mina Roest, of the Sex ton sanitarium, 
fav ored the Republican with the in­ 
formation concerning Santa Clans 
and Christmas in Holland.

As the review su ggested for today 
is wholly concerning some events in 
the last week of I^is earthly sojou rn, 
His death and Ilis resu rrection, we 
cannot do b etter than to take the 
Christmas lesson su ggested, as lie 
was made of a woman, made u nder 
the law, to redeem them that were 
u nder the law tGai. iv, 4, 5). 
This 
was all in the fu llness of time, and 
when another fu llness of time shall 
have come lie will come again to fu l­ 
fill all that is written of His kingdom 
and glory a’s literally as at Ilis first 
coming lie fu lfilled all that was w rit­ 
ten of Ilis hu miliation. 
All nations 
will b e moved as far as need b e to 
b ring ab ou t the events connected with 
Ills retu rn, as at the first Caesar was 
moved, he knew not why, to decree 
that all the world shou ld b e enrolled. 
A Jewish decree wou ld requ ire only 
the men to go (Ex. xxiii, 17), b u t it is 
evident that the Roman decree re­ 
qu ired women as well as men. 
Ilad 
He b een pu t to death b y the Jew s it 
wou ld have b een b y stoning, b u t the 
prediction 
requ ired cru cifixion 
(Ps. 
xxii, 1G), and the Romans were in 
power at Ilis death as well as at His 
b irth, that all Scriptu re might b e fu l- 
filed. 
Dr. Pierson says that “all his­ 
tory is His story,” and it mu st b e tru e 
tha t all events in all nations are work­ 
ing ou t the eternal pu rpose which has 
b een pu rposed in Christ Jesu s. 


Dou b tless many a Jewish woman 1 
coveted to he the one of whom Isa. 
vii, 14. spake, b u t it was reserved for 
this hu mb le maiden of Nazareth to b e | 
thu s honored 
it had to b e some one 1 
of the trib e of Ju dali. and the b irth j 
had to b e in Bethlehem <0* n. xlix, 10; ; 
Mic. v, 2). Tills had b een decreed oen 
tu ries b efore—yea, b efore the world 
was. 
So they came to Bethlehem, to 
the same city to which Ru th came 
with Naomi and where David after­ 
ward kept b is father’s sheep. Bu t the 
gu est chamb er was not ready; there 
was no room for them in the inn. 
These words “inn” and “gu est cham­ 
b er” (verse 7 and xxii. II) are the 
same words and. i think, u sed only in 
these two places. (Book it u p. 
I have 
no Greek concordance at b and.) 
Can 
you tru ly say “There is room in my 
heart. Lord Jesu s, room for Thee?” 
From the story of Ilhgnr in Gen. xvt 
all the way to Rev. xxii. 10. b ow fas­ 
cinating is the record of heavenly min­ 
istry b y those who hearken u nto tile 
voice of His word and do His pleasu re 
(Ps. ciii, 20-21» . 
How comforting the 
assu rance of Heb . i. 1 i. that they are 
still ministering to u s and have con­ 
stant access to ou r Father In Heaven 
(Matt, xviii, 10>. 
In ou r last lesson, 
on his resu rrection. I noticed (b u t, I 
think, did not write it» that He did not 
show Himself alike to the chief priests 
and to Pilate, b u t only to His own fol­ 
lowers, who, as a ru le, were the lowly 
ones of earth. 
So here the angels 
come, not to any great ones of earth, 
b u t to those who as to their occu pation 
followed in the steps of Ab el, Jacob , 
Moses, David and others. I often think 
of Zeph. iii, 12. “I will also leave in the 
midst of thee an afflicted and poor peo­ 
ple. and they shall tru st in the name 
of the Lord,” and also of Matt, v, 3. 
“Blessed are the poor in spirit, for 
theirs is the kingdom of heaven.” 
How preciou s are the “fear nots” of 
angels and of the Lord from Genesis 
to Revelation! 
Bu t they are only 
preciou s as w*e appropriate them and 
in them hear Ilis voice to u s individ­ 


u ally. 'Does the saying “good tidings 
of great joy” still hold good? 
If so, 
where are the joyfu l people who re­ 
joice with joy u nspeakab le and live to 
make the tidings known to all people. 
Then hear the mu ltitu de of the heav­ 
enly ho 
i 
ms they praise God and say. 
“Glory to God in the highest, and on 
earth pea re. good will toward men” 
(verse 14» . 
Note that “glory to God” 
mu st b e firs? always, whether it b e 
chu rch or missionary work or individ­ 
u al service. 
The Lord alone mu st b e 
exalted. 
We mu st cry, as the ser­ 
aphim and cheru b im do, “Holy, holy, 
holy is the Lord of Hosts!" 
“Holy, 
holy, holy, Lord God Almighty” (Isa. 
vl, 3; Rev. iv. 8» . 
That will sink ou r 
society, denomination or chu rch com­ 
pletely ou t <»f sight if only the earth 
may b e filled with Ilis glory. 
All of­ 
ferings, like those of the wise men, 
will then he u nto Him rather than 
u nto any 
particu lar 
work 
for the 
work’s sake. AH ou r service and even 
ou r eating and driniing shou ld b e to 
the end that God may in all things b e 
glorified throu gh Jesu s Christ (I Pet. 
iv, II; I Cor. x. 31» 
The angels went 
away 
into 
heaven 
(verse 
15). 
It 
sou nds easy, b u t who can do it? Men 
are b eing b t u ored b y nations today if 
they can stay a few* hou rs in the air 
and move from place to place. 
The 
shepherds u u qu estioningly b elieved the 
angels’ message, went and fou nd • 
they had said and then made it kno 
ab road, glorifying and praising 
for all the things they had hear« ! 
seen. 
The people wondered as t 
heard, b u t Mary kept all in her heart 
and pondered them. 
It is only as we 
keep in ou r hearts and ponder the 
things of God that we w*ill b e in any 
degree b enefited. 
It is only as w*e 
mu se that the fire will b u rn, and we 
will speak that we may b e refreshed 
(Ps. xxxix, 3: Job xxxil. 20).

Beginning Dec. 25 , 19 10. 
To pic.—“ Be bo rn in us to da y .’’—Eph. Iii, 
14-21. 
(Christmas meeting.)

Kev . Sherman H. Do y le. D. D. 
Today is the b irthday of ou r Lord 
and Saviou r Jesu s Christ. 
Bu t Christ 
was not only b orn of the Virgin Mary 
b y the power of the Holy Ghost, b u t 
He is also capab le of b eing b oru into 
the hu man heart or of coming b y faith 
into the hearts au d lives of men and 
dwelling there and directing the mo­ 
tives and aspirations of the heart and 
the external acts of the life, which are 
the fru its or resu lts of Christ “dwell­ 
ing in u s b y faith.” 
The b irth of Christ into the hu man 
heart is a mystery. 
This cannot b e 
denied. No more can it b e denied that 
it is a fa c t 
This is the important 
phase of this tremendou s claim. W hat 
m atters the mystery if the gloriou s 
fact b e tru e? 
The b lind man cou ld 
not explain how he was healed, b u t 
that was of little importance to him 
since he cou ld say, “Whereas I was 
b lind, now 1 see.” 
His concern was 
not ab ou t the method of his b eing 
made to see, b u t it was concerned 
only with the fact that he cou ld see. 
He knew he had b een b lind. 
Bu t 
whereas he had b een b lind he knew 
that lie cou ld see. That was all su iii- 
cient for him. Hence if we know that 
Christ does dwell in ou r hearts, has 
b een b orn in u s b y the power of the 
Spirit, why shou ld we worry ab ou t 
the mystery in connection with the 
event itself? His own b irth is myste­ 
riou s, and many dou b t or deny the 
virgin b irtli of Christ, b u t if we b e­ 
lieve it, accept it and act u pon it there 
need b e no sleepless niglits spent in 
considering how it cou ld have b een. 
“With God all things are possib le.” 
So it shou ld b e with Christ’s indwell­ 
ing in u s. 
The Scriptu res declare the fact of 
Christ’s indwelling presence. The top­ 
ical inference consists of Pau l’s prayer 
for the Ephesians. 
It follows in form 
the Lord's Prayer, having (I) a preface, 
(2) petitions, (3) a b enediction or dox 
ology. 
This entire prayer 
is weil 
worth ou r close and prayerfu l stu dy. 
In one of the petitions Pau l prays 
“that Christ may dwell in you r hearts 
b y faith.” 
Pau l had had a deep reli­ 
giou s experience. 
lie spoke -from ex­ 
perience. 
Christ lived or dwelt In 
Him b y faith. 
To the Galatians he 
writes, “It is no longer I that live, b u t 
Christ liveth in me, au d the life which 
I now live 1 live b y the faith of the 
Son of God, who loved me and gave 
Himself for me" (Gal. ii, 20). 
If in 
Pau l and in the Ephesians Christ lived 
He can and will also dwell in all who 
accept Him b y faith. 
The character of Christ demonstrates 
Ilis indwelling presence. 
Christ is di 
vine; He is deity—not divine merely 
in the sense that we -are all divine or 
possess the image of God. 
He is “very 
God of my God.” 
Hence He is om 
nipoteht, all powerfu l and can do any­ 
thing. 
Of cou rse Ilis physical b ody 
does not dwell in ou r b odies. 
No one 
cou ld conceive of su ch an ab su rdity. 
It is spiritu ally that He ab ides with 
u s, and since His departu re from 
earth it is the Holy Ghost who dwells 
in u s as His personal representative. 
“It is expedient for you that I go 
away, for if 1 go not away the Com­ 
forter [the Holy Spirit] will not come 
u nto you .” 
He also says to H is dis­ 
ciples, “Ab ide in me and 1 in you .” “I 
In you !" This is His own declaration, 
and, b eing God. He can and will fu lfill 
I t 
Personal experience proves the in 
dwelling presence of Christ. 
Millions 
can testify b y experience of the pres­ 
ence of Christ iu them. 
W hat more 
do we want? 
The qu estion of great 
import an e now is. Does Christ dwell 
in me? 
If not, let Him come in now— 
this Christmas time—today! 
Today is 
the only d:ty we are assu red of. 
Yes­ 
terday is past, and tomorrow will never 
come. 
On a Christmas Sab b ath even­ 
ing a pastor closed his Christmas ser­ 
mon b y saying; 
“This is the day of 
giving gifts. 
Why not give to Him 
whose b irthday we commemorate, the 
b est of all gifts—you rself? lie invites 
you to come. 
Will you accept Ilif in 
vifation?” 
A you th ab ou t seventeen 
years of age accepted, made a Christ­ 
mas gift of himself to Christ au d is 
now* a su ccessfu l minister of the gos­ 
pel. 
“Let the dear Saviou r come in - 
today.”
